The teachings of Cai et al., and how they apply to the instant claims, has been 
noted in previous office actions. As such this will not be repeated. 

Consistent with that noted previously, applicants' remarks regarding the fact that 
the composition of Cai et al. is clear does not overcome this rejection. Applicants refer 
to the obviousness of coloring the deodorant composition of Cai et al. This is not the 
basis for the obviousness rejection. The obviousness rejection is based on the obvious- 
ness of using the composition therein to form sticks other than deodorants, such as sun 
screen compositions or other "stick" type cosmetics, such as lipstick. Applicants' 
arguments are all directed to deodorant compositions and this does nothing to 
overcome the obviousness rejection at hand. 

For claims 33 to 36, note that the teaching on column 18, line 7, meet this. 

Since the obviousness of adding a pigment to the composition in Cai et al. is the 
only traversal offered by applicants, this rejection is maintained. 

4. Claims 44 to 49 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
